Such licenses shall 
be known as Saloon Liquor Licenses. 
A Class B liquor license will author¬ 
ize the sale of spirituous, malt or •fer¬ 
mented liquors or wines, or any ad¬ 
mixture thereof, in quantities of not 
less than a quart in unopen or unbro¬ 
ken receptacles, and not to be drank or 
opened on or about the premises where 
sold. Such license shall be known as a 
Wholesale Liquor License. A Class D 
liquor license will authorize the sale of 
malt liquors or wines at a restaurant, 
and in open receptacles, containing 
not over a pint, or in unopen or un¬ 
broken receptacles containing not over 
a quart, and from a stock or supply of 
such liquors, or wines, kept on the 
premises for which such license is is¬ 
sued, and to be drank on said premises 
in connection with meals, served there¬ 
on costing (exclusive of such liquors 
or wines) not less than twenty (20) 
cents. Such license will not authorize 
the maintenance of a bar, nor the 
bringing in of liquors from adjoining 
premises, nor the sale of any liquor or 
wine other than with the service in a 
restaurant of meals in which there is 
a bona fide delivery and consumption 
of food with such liquors or wines,

STEEL T RUST EA RNINGS 

Quarterly - Report Shows Great 
crease Over Last Year. 

The quarterly statement of 
United States Steel Corporation for 
the three months ending June 30th 
last, shows total earnings of $40,170,- 
960, an amount far in excess of unoffi¬ 
cial estimates and greater than the 
earnings of the first quarter by $ 3 ,- 
554,084. Net earnings for the quarter 
were $33,880,755, or $2,377,561 greater 
than the first quarter returned. 

Both gross and net earnings are 
vastly larger than those of the corre¬ 
sponding quarter last year, which were 
$29,340,491 and $23,323,395 respective¬ 
ly. At this period last year the cor- j 
poration was at war with many inde¬ 
pendent concerns and all products 
were being cut drastically. 

In contrast to the earnings Wall 
street expressed disappointment at the 
exhibit of unfilled orders as set forth 
in a recent report. The are only 4,257,- 
754 tons, a falling off of 1,344,575 tons 
in comparison with the previous quar¬ 
ter. In this connection it was unoffi¬ 
cially stated that the report shows 
only the actual or non-cancelable busi¬ 
ness. 

Pursuant to the corporation’s policy 
of publicity, the directors have or¬ 
dered that the officers hereafter make 
public on the 10 th of each month the 
aggregate tonnage of unfilled orders 
on hand at the close of the previous 
monthf 

The surplus for the quarter is $6,410,-

and the workmanship to be performed 
in the most approved and skillful 
manner, and should at any time be¬ 
fore acceptance of the work any im¬ 
proper materials or defective work¬ 
manship be discovered the contractor 
shall upon written notice of the archi¬ 
tect or uuperentendent remove t lie 
same. The people of San Kruno for 
the next 20 years shall be obliged to 
pay for tins building and if it is true 
that improper material is used should 
demand that the conditions are car¬ 
ried out to the letter. The lumber 
used in the building it is said would 
be condemned in Ban Francisco or 
Oakland for any purpose. Do the 
people of Ban Kruno have so little 
regard for their children that they 
would allow a heavy structure of 
weakened lumber to house lot) or 200 
children to pass by unchallenged? In 
case of a quake and it is not improb¬ 
able they would be buried in the de¬ 
bris.

CRIMES A head-on collision 
between a work train 

CASUALTIES a “ d , . a \ east " bo ™ d 
electric train at Bor¬ 
ing, a station twenty-five miles east of 
Portland, Ore., on the Cazadero divi¬ 
sion of the Portland Railway, Light 
and Power Company, resulted in the 
injury of eighteen persons, four seri¬ 
ously. The remoteness of the place 
enabled the suppression of the news 
until some of Hie injured arrived in 
Portland. 


A fearful tragedy occurred at Vine 
Hill, near Santa Cruz, when Mrs. Mary . 
Wood shot and killed her son-in-law, ! 
Dr. George Dresbach, who had at¬ 
tacked her in a fit of anger that bor 
dered on insanity. She will probably 
be exonerated. 

The bodies of two boys, Gerald Bar- : 
hour and Raoul Mendoza, aged 11 and 
13 years, were recovered from the Cer-1 
ritos slough by the police, who dragged 
the channel after finding the skiff in 
which the boys went boating floating, 
capsized, a boy’s cap floating near it. 
Nothing can be learned as to how the i 
tragedy took place, as that part of the 
slough is little frequented. 

An unknown tramp was struck by a 
Northwestern-Pacific train southbound 
about two miles from Santa Rosa and 
died shortly after his arrival at a re¬ 
ceiving hospital in that city. He has 
not yet been identified, the only thing 
found in his clothing was a card bear¬ 
ing the address “Farley, Ingleside.” 

Charles Bortles, the twelve-year-old 
son of Mr. and Mrs. W. H. Bortles, of 
Modesto, was drowned in the Tuo¬ 
lumne river a few miles below that 
city. The young lad was with his 
mother at a picnic, and, in company 
with several other young boys, was 
playing near the river, when he sud -1 
denly lost his balance and fell into the | 
water. His companions raised the 
alarm and the picnickers ran to the 
edge of the river, but were too late to 
save the boy. His mother was pros¬ 
trated with grief, and the other women I 
in the party had to hold her to keep j 
her from jumping into the river after 
the boy. 

With building at a standstill and all 
the means exhausted to effect a recon¬ 
ciliation between the employers and 
employees, the situation, at Stockton 
appears anything but bright to those 1 
who have been closely following con¬ 
ditions.

Sacramento River at Low Stage. 

The Sacramento river has reached 
the lowest stage in the history of the 
city. The Government gauge r gis- 
ters a depth of six feet in the chan¬ 
nel, which is almost a foot lower than 
was ever before known in the month 
of July. As the channel is compara¬ 
tively clear of bars there is little fear 
of transportation being tied up. The 
large number of new irrigation proj¬ 
ects are believed to be responsible for 
the extreme low water in the river.
